under the contract with the reasons therefor and detailed 
cost information in support of the need for such additional 
funds. 


3. You are reminded that you are not to incur costs in 
performance of a contract in excess of the amounts stipulated 
in the written contract, unless and until the Contracting 
Officer notifies you that such excess amounts have been authorized. 


4. Further, timely notice is of the essence and authori- 
zation to perform additional work or to incur additional costs 
may come only from the Contracting Officer.
